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Concerns raised over Duchy 


proposals for new homes 


THE Duchy of Cornwall 
is planning to build a 
hundred homes on four 
fields it owns off St 
George’s Road in Dorch¬ 
ester. 

Some of the homes 
could be almost under¬ 
neath the town’s bypass 
which crosses the road 
on a flyover. 

At a public consulta¬ 
tion event on Monday 
residents expressed con¬ 
cerns about extra traffic 
the development will 
generate. 

Those who live in St 
George’s Road say their 
properties are already 
subject to a near constant 
stream of traffic seven 
days a week as people 
make their way to and 
from the town’s house¬ 
hold recycling centre at 
the end of the road. At 
some points the road is 
barely passable for two 
vehicles travelling in op¬ 
posite directions.

County council figures 
show that St George’s 
Road carries 116,000 ve¬ 
hicles a year and around 
1,000 HGVs to and from 
the tip and nearby indus¬ 
trial units. They have, as 
yet, been unable to find 
an alternative site for the 
recycling centre. 

Other residents, in 
Syward Road and 
Syward Close, are also 
concerned about any ac¬ 
cess to the development 
site off Alington Avenue, 
close to Thomas Hardy’s 
Max Gate home, a visi¬ 
tor attraction now run by 
the National Trust. 

The Duchy say that the 
four plots, mostly used 
to graze horses, were al¬ 
located as housing land 
in the 2015 Local Plan 
and should be developed 
to meet local need. 

Two of the fields are 


South of St George’s 
Road and the others 
North of Alington Av¬ 
enue. Syward Road runs 
alongside one edge of 
the site and Smokey 
Hole Lane along the 
other. 

The site itself slopes 
fairly steeply down from 
the Syward Road/Aling¬ 
ton Avenue end to St 
George’s Road. 

But despite the con¬ 


cerns about the number 
of homes and traffic 
most people at the pub¬ 
lic session seemed 
happy with the housing 
design and the promise 
to create a “village 
green” off Syward 
Road. 

Cirencester-based Yian- 
gou Architects have 
been appointed by the 
Duchy for the scheme. 

Their website boasts a 
large number of high 
end properties its team 
have worked on and 


claims: “Lor more than 
30 years, Yiangou Ar¬ 
chitects have built a rep¬ 
utation as an 
award-winning practice 
known for creating high- 
quality, carefully-con¬ 
sidered and imaginative 
architecture. Equally 
adept at traditional and 
contemporary design, 
our projects are always a 
bespoke response to the 
individual characteris¬ 
tics of a site and the spe¬ 
cific requirements of our 
clients.. .We are inspired 


by any project that offers 
a challenge and the op¬ 
portunity to create some¬ 
thing exceptional.” 

The scheme will now 
be discussed by Dorch¬ 
ester Town Council with 
comments invited from 
the public. The applica¬ 
tion will be decided ulti¬ 
mately by West Dorset 
District Council plan¬ 
ners, probably no earlier 
than Eebruary or March.

Man jailed for three years after conning elderly in doorstep scam 


A MAN from Dorchester has been jailed for three 
years, together with a Poole man for eight months. 

They were found to have deliberately targeted 
vulnerable older people living alone and to have 
carried out work at their property fraudulently. 

The jail terms followed prosecutions and investi¬ 
gations by trading standards teams from Dorset 
County Council and North Yorkshire County 
Council. 

Luke Cooney, aged 21 and of Piddlehinton 
Camp, Dorchester, and Joshua Williams, aged 23 
of Russell Gardens, Poole, were sentenced at 
Bournemouth Crown Court last month. 

Mr Cooney pleaded guilty to two counts of fraud 
and three under consumer protection regulations, 
while Williams admitted one count of fraud. 

The court heard that between April and July 2015 
Cooney had called uninvited at the homes of four 
elderly residents in Dorchester and Poole and two 
neighbours in Wool and then in September at the 
home of a North Yorkshire resident, in each case 
offering to do work on their driveways or roofs. 
After the victims agreed to the initial overpriced 
quote he found further unnecessary work which 
meant that the price increased significantly. Expert 


reports showed that the work done had little value 
and in some cases had done damage to the proper¬ 
ties which required remedial work. 

Mr Cooney insisted on payment in cash and one 
victim had been driven to cash points twice in 
one day. 

Mr Cooney’s victims were all aged between 78 
and 85. 

Mr Williams was called in by Mr Cooney to a 
house in Wool where he was introduced as the 
roofing expert, although his only qualifications 
were an NVQ in plastering. He falsely claimed 
that the ridge tiles needed re-bedding and charged 
£600 for this. 

Sentencing Mr Cooney, His Honour Judge 
Fuller QC, said: “You targeted the elderly as they 
were vulnerable and tricked them and caused 
them to pay more money to you. These cases 
cause untold worry to the victims. You took a 
lead role and there were multiple victims. These 
are offences that require significant planning and 
targeting. That’s what makes these offences so se¬ 
rious.” 

Sentencing Mr Williams the judge said that al¬ 
though he was only involved at one house he was 


fully aware of what Mr Cooney was up to and 
participated willingly and despite his previous 
good character the offence merited a custodial 
sentence. 

Councillor Jill Haynes, Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil’s Cabinet Member for Adult Health, Care and 
Independence, said: “Tackling rogue traders that 
prey on vulnerable adults is top priority for our 
trading standards team. We will continue to in¬ 
vestigate dishonest traders and vigorously pursue 
formal action in appropriate cases. 

“We are working together with Dorset Police to 
try and raise awareness of this type of doorstep 
crime and support residents in doing all they can 
to avoid becoming a victim by saying no to unin¬ 
vited doorstep traders.” 

Consumers needing work done on their home 
can look for a trader who is a member of the trad¬ 
ing standards “Buy With Confidence” trader ap¬ 
proval scheme. Members are audited by Trading 
Standards prior to acceptance in the scheme.

Pi Campaigners bid to protect local GP services 


THOUSANDS of 
leaflets will be deliv¬ 
ered to homes through¬ 
out West Dorset - as 
part of a Liberal Demo¬ 
crat campaign to protect 
GP services. 

The local party claim 
that proposals being 
discussed by the Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning 
Group to slim down the 
number of surgeries 
could deprive some 
people of the chance to 
see a doctor. 

More than 300 people 
have already signed an 
online petition since it 
was launched last week. 

Volunteers were this 
week delivering leaflets 
explaining the situation 
in the Bridport area 
with other areas of West 
Dorset to follow in the 
New Year. 

The CCG says that 
larger GP surgeries are 
a way of providing 
more services to pa¬ 
tients on one site and 
will also help tackle the 
problems in recruiting 
GPs. 

But campaigners say 
that, particularly in rural 
area, where bus services 
have been cut it could 
mean some ill people 
not being able to get to 
see a doctor when they 
most need one. 

Dr Brian Baggott, 
from Moreton, con¬ 
tacted View From this 
week saying that while 
he appreciated the need 
to rationalise NHS re¬ 
sources and streamline 
services he believes the 
current proposals are a 
step to far. 

He said: “I can see a 
future in Dorset where 
by the ordinary folk 


have to face long jour¬ 
neys and enormous 
waiting times to access 
primary health care 
specialists. In my case 
it looks as though I 
shall have to travel to 
Dorchester to have my 
primary care needs ad¬ 
dressed instead of my 
newly built surgery in 
Puddletown. 

“In my village in 
Moreton I can honestly 
say that some elderly 
people without access 
to a car (we have no 
public transport) will 


die as result of these 
changes... I do not have 
answers for addressing 
the huge health care es¬ 
calating costs, but as a 
pensioner I would 
gladly see my pension 
cut by £5 a month to 
help keep our health 
service as it should be 
managed. 

“Huge medical hubs 
are not the answer; I 
suspect doctors will 
find little job satisfac¬ 
tion from working in a 
‘factory like’ environ¬ 
ment in Dorchester and 


not being able to have 
to give patients conti¬ 
nuity of care.... 

“I am seriously wor¬ 


ried for the first time 
in my life as we are 
being treated as Lem¬ 
mings and our future 


health care cover is 
quickly heading to¬ 
wards a very steep 
cliff.”

Consultation begins on 
concessionary bus pass 


LOCAL residents are being 
asked to give their views on pro¬ 
posed changes to the concession¬ 
ary bus pass scheme in Dorset. 

The six week consultation 
opened at the beginning of De¬ 
cember, and Dorset County 
Council is keen to hear from 
people who use the scheme, or 
may be affected by proposed 
changes. 

The county council currently 
subsidises the scheme, which al¬ 
lows bus pass holders free con¬ 
cessionary travel before 9.30am 
on services where the next bus is 
not until after 10.30am. Free all 
day travel is also available for 
blind and partially sighted pass 
holders. 

There is an additional compan¬ 
ion scheme which allows indi¬ 
viduals with certain disabilities 
the option of having a compan¬ 
ion travel for free within Dorset. 

Concessionary pass holders 
from East Dorset are also 
granted free all day travel when 
starting their journey in East 
Dorset. This is an enhancement 
funded by East Dorset District 
Council for its own residents 
with a valid concessionary pass, 
and no changes are proposed. 

For the rest of Dorset, the pro¬ 
posed changes would mean con¬ 


cessionary bus pass holders 
would not be able to travel free 
before 9.30am on weekdays. 
No changes are proposed for the 
partially sighted and blind, who 
would still be able to travel free 
any time. The companion 
scheme for people with disabil¬ 
ities would still continue. Con¬ 
cessionary holders would still be 
able to travel anytime of the day 
weekends and public holidays. 

By ceasing to provide free 
concessionary travel before 
9.30am, savings would be made 
that could enable the county 
council to focus financial re¬ 
sources more effectively. The 
changes will also allow for the 
wider use of schools transport 
routes for public services. Fol¬ 
lowing on from the results of 
this consultation, changes will be 
implemented to the service in 
April 2017. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Cabi¬ 
net member for environment, 
said: “The proposals to remove 
some subsidies on Dorset’s con¬ 
cessionary bus pass scheme are 
the latest in a long line of savings 
we are having to consider as a re¬ 
sult of the unprecedented cuts in 
Government funding. 

“Dorset County Council would 
continue to offers its residents a 


concessionary scheme over and 
above the national scheme, but 
the level of cuts we face mean 
we have little option but to con¬ 
sult on removing subsidised 
travel before 9.30am. 

“The proposed changes will 
help to make the financial sav¬ 
ings required to ensure as much 
funding as possible remains 
available to fund local bus ser¬ 
vices. 

“If these proposed changes are 
not made, it is likely to reduce 
our capability to support bus ser¬ 
vices across the county. This 
may mean more of Dorset’s bus 
routes and services are with¬ 
drawn in the future.” 

The consultation runs until Fri¬ 
day, January 13th, and the coun¬ 
cil is particularly keen to know 
how you would be affected if 
proposals go ahead. You can 
complete the questionnaire on¬ 
line at:

Council merger could 
cost county 450 jobs 


AROUND 450 jobs could be lost if 
Dorset goes ahead with plans to merge 
the county’s nine councils into two. 

Dorchester is thought likely to bear 
the brunt of the enforced redundancies. 

Across the county the number of 
councillors could also be cut - from 
331 to about 180. 

But, despite the cost in jobs and the 
number of councillors per head, council 
leaders say there has been overwhelm¬ 
ing support for the idea of bigger coun¬ 
cils in the county. 

Savings 

The merger plan is seen as the 
county’s best chance of making 
£200million of savings by 2019 - al¬ 
though it will come as a cost to council 
jobs. 

Dorchester, which is now home to the 
county council and the merged West 
Dorset District Council, North Dorset 
District Council and Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council, is expected 
to bear the brunt of the losses.

In towns like Weymouth a new town 
council could be created to provide 
local services and meet a demand for 
more local democracy. 

At a news conference in Poole on 
Monday council senior executives said 
that cutting the number of councils is 
expected to save about £108million 
over six years. 

They described the merger as a once 
in a lifetime opportunity which should 
not be missed and warned that unless 
change happened they would struggle 
to provide services in the future in the 
light of cuts in Government grants. 

One of the proposals is the merger of 
Bournemouth, Poole, Christchurch and 
East Dorset, and the formation of a 
“rural” county made up of North 
Dorset, Purbeck, West Dorset and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

Another option is for the existing uni¬ 
tary authorities of Bournemouth and 
Poole to combine, leaving the rest of 
Dorset to merge. 

The majority of residents who re¬ 
sponded to questionnaires they were 
posted, or took part in an online survey, 
said they supported moving to two 
councils. 

Discussions will now be held at each 
council with a final decision made by 
the Government which does have the 
power to over-rule any objections. 

A total of 4,258 consultation forms 
returned of the 20,000 sent to selected 
households while an additional 12,542 
people filled out questionnaires online 
or on paper.

Louis Harris'parents back'Don't 
Drink and Drown'campaign 


THE family of an 18-year-old who is thought to 
have tragically drowned after a night out, are back¬ 
ing a charity'Don't Drink and Drown'campaign. 

Louis Harris, from Dorchester, tragically lost his 
life after he went missing in the early hours of Sun¬ 
day, February 14th, this year, after a night out with 
his friends in Weymouth. He was last seen outside 
the Harbour Master's Office, on Custom House 
Quay at 4.30am. 

Louis body was found four weeks later in Wey¬ 
mouth Harbour. 

Louis'parents, Holly and Graham Harris, are now 
speaking out to show their support for the Don't 
Drink and Drown campaign and RLSS UK. 

Mrs Harris said: "Since losing Louis, we have been 
horrified to discover just how many other young 
adults have died in similar, tragic, circumstances 
and it has moved me to want to do something 
about it. 

"When intoxicated, people are in a highly vulner¬ 
able state, many young adults finding out the lim¬ 
its of their alcohol tolerance, and I want to warn 
people of the dangers. If people prepare well be¬ 
fore they go out and plan how to get home safely 
before their judgement is affected, it may avoid 
things like this happening in the first place. 


"We still don't know exactly what happened to 
Louis but if I can raise awareness and support the 
Don't Drink and Drown campaign, it may stop an¬ 
other family having to experience this terrible jour¬ 
ney." 

Louis' parents are set to visit students at Bath Spa 
University and Thomas Hardye School, Dorchester, 
where Louis attended, and present vital water 
safety and drowning prevention sessions. 

RLSS UK's Don't Drink and Drown campaign this 
year runs until Decemberl 1 th, warning drinkers to 
act responsibly near water after they have been 
drinking. Last year 20 percent of all adult acciden¬ 
tal drowning victims had alcohol in their blood¬ 
stream. 

RLSS UK's Chief Executive, Di Steer said: "We 
would like to thank Louis'family for supporting our 
Don't Drink and Drown campaign. 

"People die each year after entering the water 
with alcohol in their bloodstreams, either deliber¬ 
ately or completely by accident. 

"Drinking near water can be dangerous and a 
deadly cocktail. Alcohol can seriously impede your 
ability to survive in water." 

An inquest into Louis Harris death is yet to take 
place.

Hospital 
to trial 
smoothie 
treatment 
for cancer 
patients 

CANCER patients at Dorset County Hospital are to 
be offered daily watercress smoothies during a three- 
month trial which began last month. 

Patients on Fortuneswell Ward and Chemotherapy 
Unit will be offered the superfood smoothies to help 
improve their general health and well-being. The pi¬ 
oneering initiative has been developed by the hospital 
in conjunction with Dorset and Hampshire watercress 
grower The Watercress Company. 

First trialled in May 2016, the project has gone 
through a series of tests to develop a recipe that not 
only tastes great, but has the optimum balance of min¬ 
erals and vitamins. 

Watercress is brimming with a wealth of nutrients 
such as vitamin C, iron and calcium as well as specific 
compounds and enzymes that are activated when wa¬ 
tercress is chewed or blended into a smoothie. 

Watercress is a rich source of isothiocyanates 
(ITCs), beneficial chemicals whose effectiveness has 
been proven in many scientific studies. When eaten 
raw ITCs have been linked with the reduction of DNA 
damage and the inhibition of carcinogenic activity. 

During the last decade many studies have been car¬ 
ried out in order to investigate the beneficial effects 
of watercress, particularly relating to the reduction of 
cancer risk and inhibition of cancerous cell growth. 
In 2007, research carried out by Professor Ian R Row¬ 
land of the University of Ulster supported the hypoth¬ 
esis that consumption of watercress can reduce the 
risk of colon cancer in humans via a decrease in DNA 
damage. 

In 2009, further research, led by Professor Graham 
Packham of the University of Southampton, demon¬ 
strated that a specific ITC found in watercress 
(PEITC) may have the ability to suppress breast can¬ 
cer development by “turning off’ a signal in the body, 
thereby starving the growing tumour of essential 
blood and oxygen. 

In response to these studies, Dorset County Hospital 
(DCH) is keen to introduce the potential benefits of 
watercress to their patients and staff. 

Chief Dietitian Isabelle Hooley is passionate about 
the scheme, and said: “We are delighted to work with 
The Watercress Company on this trial, giving patients 
and staff on Fortuneswell Ward an easy way to sip, 
swig or slurp an extra portion of fruit and vegetables; 
a dietary change, which is proven to have health ben¬ 
efits.” 

Throughout the trial period, the project’s success 
will be measured via the use of questionnaires and the 
monitoring of uptakes. The initial aim will be to con¬ 
firm that patients are enjoying the smoothies, and feel 
that their experience at DCH has been improved due 
to the scheme. 

If the trial is deemed a success, the project could be 
scaled up to involve other hospitals and full clinical 
trials may also be considered. 

The Watercress Company’s Dorset and Hampshire 
farms have been growing watercress in mineral-rich 
spring water since the 1850s. 

Managing Director, Tom Amery, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to be able to develop a product with DCH that 
has such a benefit to patients. Other than the nutrient 
benefits, we recognise the wellbeing that comes from 
such a novel solution, backed by scientific research, 
supporting the long recognised effect watercress has 
on health and nutrition.”

CHRISTMAS is a time when your home is likely 
to be full of people and it is in the excitement 
of the season that accidents can easily hap¬ 
pen. But one of the good things about Christ¬ 
mas is that there are typically more people 
around to supervise the children and, with a 
little more care and forward planning, most 
accidents could be avoided. 

Follow these 12 safety tips to help prevent 
your festivities being cut short by a trip to ca¬ 
sualty: 

1. Make sure you buy children's gifts for the 
correct age group and from reputable sources 
that comply with standards (e.g. The Toys 
(Safety) Regulations 2011) 

2. Remember to buy batteries for toys that 
need them - that way you won't be tempted 
to remove batteries from smoke alarms 

3. Look out for small items that could pose a 
choking hazard to young children, including 
parts that have fallen off toys or from Christ¬ 
mas trees, button batteries 
and burst balloons 

4. Keep decorations and 
cards away from fires and 
other heat sources such as 
light fittings. Don't leave 
burning candles unat¬ 
tended, make sure you put 
them out before going to 
bed and do not put candles 
on Christmas trees 

5. If you have old Christ¬ 
mas lights, seriously con¬ 
sider buying new ones, 
which will meet much 
higher safety standards, 
keep the lights switched off 
until the Christmas tree is 
decorated, don't let chil¬ 
dren play with lights (some 
have swallowed the bulbs), 
and remember to switch 
off the lights when going 
out of the house or going 
to bed 

6. Remember, Christmas 
novelties are not toys, even 
if they resemble them, and 
they do not have to comply 
with toy safety regulations. 

Give careful thought to 
where you display them, 
for example, place them 
high up on Christmas trees 
where they are out of the 


reach of young hands 

7. Give yourself enough time to prepare and 
cook Christmas dinner to avoid hot fat, boiling 
water and sharp knife accidents that come 
from rushing, and keep anyone not helping 
with dinner out of the kitchen. Wipe up any 
spills quickly 

8. Have scissors handy to open packaging, 
so you're not tempted to use a knife, and have 
screwdrivers at the ready to assemble toys 

9. Beware of trailing cables and wires in the 
rush to connect new gadgets and appliances, 
and always read instructions 

10. Falls are the most common accidents so 
try to keep clutter to a minimum. Make sure 
stairs are well-lit and free from obstacles, es¬ 
pecially if you have guests 

11. Plan New Year fireworks parties well in

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK

• When pruning large branches of 
trees and shrubs with a saw, make a 
cut on the underside first, to prevent 
bark tearing back as the branch 
comes away. 

• Protect the tops of celery with 
cloches or cover them with straw. 

• If a new flush of growth starts to ap¬ 
pear on Christmas cherries - Solanum 
capsicastrum - and threatens to hide 
the colourful fruits, pinch it out. 

• Order lettuce seed, so you can make 
early sowings in frames 
during January. 

• Protect early peas and 
beans sown in autumn 
from the protection of a 
little soil drawn up around 
them to make a wind¬ 
break. 

• Erect a screen to protect 
newly planted evergreens 
from wind scorch. 

• Prune deciduous shrubs 
and trees if any fairly large- 
scale work is necessary. 


• Remove any debris which may have 
lodged between newly-planted 
spring bedding and remove weeds. 

• Reduce the length of the stems on 
any tall rose bushes to decrease the 
risk of them being moved in the 
ground by the wind. 

• Prune out the areas of apple trees 
infected with apple canker. Look for 
signs of canker rings on the bark, 
which cause diebackand cut back to 
healthy growth.

THE holiday season is upon us, and many pet 
parents plan to include their furry companions 
in the festivities. As you gear up for the holidays, 
it is important to try to keep your pet's eating 
and exercise habits as close to their normal rou¬ 
tine as possible. Also, please be sure to steer 
pets clear of the following unhealthy treats, 
toxic plants and dangerous decorations. 

Be Careful with Seasonal Plants 
and Decorations 

Oh, Christmas Tree: Securely anchor your 
Christmas tree so it doesn't tip and fall, causing 
possible injury to your pet. This will also prevent 
the tree water—which may contain fertilizers 
that can cause stomach upset—from spilling. 
Stagnant tree water is a breeding ground for 
bacteria, and your pet could end up with nau¬ 
sea or diarrhea should he imbibe. 

Avoid Mistletoe and Holly: Holly, when in¬ 
gested, can cause pets to suffer nausea, vomit¬ 
ing and diarrhea. Mistletoe can cause 
gastrointestinal upset and cardiovascular prob¬ 
lems. And many varieties of lilies can cause kid¬ 
ney failure in cats if ingested. Opt for 
just-as-jolly artificial plants made from silk or 
plastic, or choose a pet-safe bouquet. 
Tinsel-less Town: Kitties love this sparkly, light- 
catching "toy" that's easy to bat around and 
carry in their mouths. But a nibble can lead to a 
swallow, which can lead to an obstructed diges¬ 
tive tract, severe vomiting, dehydration and 
possible surgery. It's best to brighten your 
boughs with something other than tinsel. 

That Holiday Glow: Don't leave lighted can¬ 
dles unattended. Pets may burn themselves or 
cause a fire if they knock candles over. Be sure 
to use appropriate candle holders, placed on a 
stable surface. And if you leave the room, put 
the candle out! 

Wired Up: Keep wires, batteries and glass or 
plastic ornaments out of paws' reach. A wire 
can deliver a potentially lethal electrical shock 
and a punctured battery can cause burns to the 
mouth and esophagus, while shards of break¬ 
able ornaments can damage your pet's mouth 
and digestive tract. 


AS temperatures start to drop, the British Veteri¬ 
nary Association (BVA) and British Small Animal 
Veterinary Association (BSAVA) are warning pet 
owners to make sure their dogs and cats are 
kept free from hidden and potentially fatal haz¬ 
ards this winter. 

During the winter your pets can be affected by 
the cold and get ill. To avoid this walk dogs for 
less time but more often when temperatures 
drop, and consider putting a dog coat on old 
dogs or those with thin fur to keep them warm. 
Keep older cats inside when the weather gets 
very bad and make sure that even healthy cats 
are able to access shelter and warmth. 

Do not bathe your dog or cat too often over 
the winter months - unless they've rolled in 
something unbearable! If you do, make sure it's 
with warm water and that they are dried thor¬ 
oughly to prevent them getting cold and be- 


Plan a Pet-Safe Holiday Gathering 

House Rules: If your animal-loving guests 
would like to give your pets a little extra atten¬ 
tion and exercise while you're busy tending to 
the party, ask them to feel free to start a nice 
play or petting session. 

Put the Meds Away: Make sure all of your med¬ 
ications are locked behind secure doors, and be 
sure to tell your guests to keep their meds 
zipped up and packed away, too. 

A Room of Their Own: Give your pet his own 
quiet space to retreat to—complete with fresh 
water and a place to snuggle. Shy pups and cats 
might want to hide out under a piece of furni¬ 
ture, in their carrying case or in a separate room 
away from the hubbub. 

New Year's Noise: As you count down to the 
new year, please keep in mind that strings of 
thrown confetti can get lodged in a cat's in¬ 
testines, if ingested, perhaps necessitating 
surgery. Noisy poppers can terrify pets and 
cause possible damage to sensitive ears. And 
remember that many pets are also scared of 
fireworks, so be sure to secure them in a safe, 
escape-proof area as midnight approaches. 

Avoid Holiday Food Dangers 
Skip the Sweets: By now you know not to feed 
your pets chocolate and anything sweetened 


coming ill. 

When walking your dog in ice and snowy con¬ 
ditions, do not let it off the lead and avoid walk¬ 
ing in areas where ponds or lakes may have 
frozen over - animals often don't understand the 
difference between solid ground and ice and 
can fall through. In this situation vets urge own¬ 
ers not to go in after their pet as although dis¬ 
tressing, it is never worth risking your own life 
as well as your dog's. 

Gudrun Ravetz, President of the British Veteri¬ 
nary Association said: "Each season brings its 
own set of hazards and winter is no different, so 
we ask owners to make sure their animals are 
kept safe and warm over the winter months. 
Simple things like leaving your dog sat on the 
cold ground outside a shop whilst you pop in or 
putting your cat out all night can cause it to get 
excessively cold which may have a negative im- 


with xylitol, but do you know the lengths to 
which an enterprising pet will go to chomp on 
something yummy? Make sure to keep your 
pets away from the table and unattended 
plates of food, and be sure to secure the lids on 
garbage cans. 

Leave the Leftovers: Fatty, spicy and no-no 
human foods, as well as bones, should not be 
fed to your furry friends. Pets can join the fes¬ 
tivities in other fun ways that won't lead to 
costly medical bills. 

Careful with Cocktails: If your celebration in¬ 
cludes adult holiday beverages, be sure to place 
your unattended alcoholic drinks where pets 
cannot get to them. If ingested, your pet could 
become weak, ill and may even go into a coma, 
possibly resulting in death from respiratoryfail¬ 
ure. 

Selecting Special Treats: Looking to stuff your 
pet's stockings? Stick with chew toys that are 
basically indestructible, Kongs that can be 
stuffed with healthy foods or chew treats that 
are designed to be safely digestible. Long, 
stringy things are a feline's dream, but the most 
risky toys for cats involve ribbon, yarn and loose 
little parts that can get stuck in the intestines, 
often necessitating surgery. Surprise kitty with 
a new ball that's too big to swallow, a stuffed 
catnip toy or the interactive cat dancer. 


pact on their health. Pets still need their usual 
exercise through the winter, but be mindful of 
the temperatures outside - it may be better to 
go outside more regularly for less time than be 
outside for a long time on one long walk." 

Ross Allen, spokesperson for the British Small 
Animal Veterinary Association said: "Give paws 
a thought - when it gets cold many of us use de¬ 
icer, which often leaks onto the ground- this can 
prove deadly to pets, so it is worth wiping down 
their legs and paws after being outside. Extreme 
cold, as well as salt and grit used on the road, 
can irritate your pet too so when you 
wipe paws also check for cracks and 
bleeding. The cold can also worsen 
some established conditions, such as 
arthritis. If you've not had your annual 
check-up with your vet, this is a good 
time of year to schedule a visit." 



WITH Christmas fast approaching I'm sure I don't 
need to remind pet owners about the dietary 
hazards that are ever present during this festive 
period. So take care to keep chocolates and 
grape/raison and sultana containing food-stuffs 
out of harms way, that includes Christmas cake 
and mince pies. Did you know macadamia nuts 
are also toxic to pets? 

My cat is very adept at getting chocolates dec¬ 
orations out of the foil on the Christmas tree so 
take care with them as well. Chocolate is not just 
poisonous for dogs but for cats too. 

Christmas and going into the New Year is a time 
when perhaps more visitors will call and your 
house may become a very noisy environment 
and this can be quite stressful for our pets. So 
why not give them some quiet time in separate 
room. If they are scared of noise or fireworks then 
why not use a pheromone plug-in to chill them 
out in their safe space. 

Other hazards to think about are small toys 
which may get chewed or swallowed and cause 
an obstruction. Magic sand in particular is very 
dangerous as it solidifies in the guts. 

If a few precautionary measures are put in place 
you and your pets can have a happy, stress-free, 
safe and Happy Christmas.

MULTI-SAX player and vocalist Andy Williamson 
will appear at Jazz in the Bar at the Marine The¬ 
atre, Lyme Regis on Sunday, December 18th.

My fear of missing 
out when there’s so 
many shows to see 


I ’VE recently 
been intro¬ 
duced, by my 
younger col¬ 

leagues, to an 
acronym, which 
often applies to my 
life; FOMO (fear of 
missing out) is 
something that be¬ 
comes a weekly 
sensation when you 
spend half your 
time in one place 
and half in another. 

I get invited to far 
more exciting things 
than I could possibly 
ever fit in and I often 
have to miss out on 
shows I’d like to see 
simply because I don’t 


have the time in my 
schedule. 

I also get FOMO 
when I’m in London 
and the gang from the 
office in Lyme Regis is 
out having fun, while 
I’m alone in the cold 
grey city (get your vi¬ 
olins out; there really 
is no pleasing me). Oc¬ 
casionally, however, I 
manage to fit in every¬ 
thing I want and need 
to do, without any 
clashes, any worries 
about letting people 
down or any FOMO 
and this week looked 
like it was going to be 
one of those glorious 
weeks. My week in

ATTITUDES IN THE PROPERTY MARKET. 


The presidential election result in America reminded us - if we needed any reminding - that we 
live in a time of massive immediate and fundamental change. A point not lost on us here in the 
UK after Brexit. In the property industry even Budget tax changes can alter buying and selling 
habits overnight.

The baby boomers are finally making way for the millenials - 
Generation X to Generation Y. The digital generation is becom¬ 
ing the increasingly dominant force in the property market.

The baby boomers could be relied upon incrementally to de¬ 
velop their parents' ideas. This new generation have their own 
thoughts entirely.

AFTER struggling to overcome bottom side Cinderford 
lastTuesday, Dorchester Town fans, although delighted 
with three points, were hoping for a better game when 
they entertained Biggleswade Town last Saturday. 

The Waders arrived having lost just one of their last 
seven games, and on a three game unbeaten run 
where they had scored 13 goals. 

Manager Mark Jermyn named the same starting line¬ 
up that beat the Foresters, meaning that Nathan 
Walker playing his 300th game for the club started in 
central defence despite scoring the Magpies first goal 
after switching to the attack; his ninth of the season. 

After struggling for over an hour before they scored 
on Tuesday, Dorchester did not wait so long this time, 
although the first talking point came at the other end 
of the pitch, when the speedy Inih Effiong tangled 
with Walker on the edge of the box. The incident drew 
a reaction from Effiong before the referee stepped in. 

Ollie Bassett, whose loan has been extended another 
month by Yeovil Town, was presented with the Player 
of the Month award before the game for a number of 
impressive performances during November, and he 
continued that form into December, by being involved 
in the Magpies first goal on 16 minutes. 

Walker broke up a Waders attack and the ball was 
quickly switched to Neil Martin who in turn fed Bassett

wide on the left. He returned it to Martin whose cross 
was flicked across goal by Ben Wood at the near post 
to Jake Smeeton who bundled it home from close in at 
the far post. 

Buoyed by this positive start, Dorchester quickly 
added a second three minutes later in which again 
Wood, praised by Jermyn for his hard and unselfish 
work up front, was involved. 

Shane Murphy's long kick was headed on by Matt 
Oldring to Bassett and then to Wood who drove at the 
visiting defence before laying the ball into the path of 
David Jerrard. He took the ball in his stride before pre¬ 
cisely placing a great right foot shot into the top right 
hand corner of Ian Brown's goal. 

The same two almost added a third straight from the 
kick-off when Wood dispossessed a rattled defender 
before firing in a shot that forced a great reaction save 
from Brown, but Jerrad couldn't get enough on the re¬ 
bound. 

Dorchester were now in full flow with Martin and Bas¬ 
sett causing chaos down the left and when the over¬ 
worked visiting defence were penalised on the edge 
the box, but Jerrard's curling effort struck the post and 
rebounded to safety. 

Biggleswade rarely got far enough forward to cause 
concern, but twice Effiong got in shots; one into the 
side netting and the other clearing the goal. 

Walker almost added to his tally immediately after 
the break with a glancing header from Martin's free 
kick in a foray up front, but on 48 minutes the Waders 
hit back. Evan Key got the slightest of touches to Rhys 
Hoenes'free kick to fox Murphy as it curled just inside 
the far post. 

Dorchester now had to dig in and defend as Big¬ 
gleswade's latent attacking prowess began to show. 

With the Magpies defending stoutly, the Waders be¬ 
came frustrated and tempers started rising on both 
sides, particularly with referee Tim Burley beginning to 
lose a grip on the game. He started booking players on 
both sides; in some cases for innocuous challenges. 

With 20 minutes left Jermyn brought himself on in 
place of Jason Brookes who was receiving some hefty 
tackles, but it was the Magpies captain Smeeton that 


was dismissed in the last few minutes for a second yel¬ 
low, as Dorchester rode the storm to record consecu¬ 
tive victories and pull a bit further away from the 
bottom group. 

Jermyn was delighted with another three points in 
his quest to reach 30 by Christmas. 

"It's a good base for the rest of the season now. Thirty 
points is by no means top button, but with 18 games 
to play after Christmas you would hope that you will 
get a sizeable number of points from these games and 
obviously secure safety and finish in a respectable po¬ 
sition." 

The county town boss thought Biggleswade's goal 
was a soft one to concede, but felt that with Walker 
once again in the heart of the defence they looked very 
strong. 

He was also pleased with his strikers despite the lack 
of goals. 

"We are not blessed with strikers so we have to 
change our shape, but one of the things I enjoy is the 
way we play, and in the first half they couldn't cope 
with us; their manager told me afterwards that we 
were exceptional in the first half; and that's all credit to 
the players who followed our instructions to the tee." 


Player- boss set for landmark 


DORCHESTER Town player manager Mark Jermyn is set 
to make a remarkable 700th appearance for his club 
next week when they entertain St Ives Town nextTues- 
day (13th), although it is by no means certain. 

The 35-year-old has already broken the record for the 
most appearances some three years ago, but is not cer¬ 
tain of starting the game or indeed of making an ap¬ 
pearance as a substitute. 

The county town boss said at the beginning of the 
season that he was happy to watch from the dugout if 
his team were playing well, and give younger players 
the chance to further their experience on the field. 

Although he has played a number of games this sea¬ 
son they have either been to cover for injuries or sus¬ 
pensions, or when tactics dictated. 

He told View Sport : "I only really play myself if 
needed, I am happy to sit on the bench. 

"I would really love to make 700 but at the same time 
if people are playing well and there is no reason to

change it, then so be it. It would be lovely to do it at 
The Avenue in front of our own fans, but we will see. 

"It will come sooner than later and I am looking for¬ 
ward to it as it is a big milestone in what seems to me 
to have been a very long career. 

With 16 years of football behind me there have been 
lots of good games as well as some not so good, but 
the football club have given me some really great 
memories and it will be a bit emotional." 

Jem, as he is affectionately known, passed the previ¬ 
ous verified record of senior appearances for the Mag¬ 
pies set by Trevor Townsend of 585 back in 2013. 

It is believed that the club record is 750 set by Dinky 
Curtis, although this is unverified. 

Despite his policy of giving younger players the op¬ 
portunity ahead of himself, by the way he is playing 
who is to say he might yet break that record as well. 
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
